Assignment  (1936)  The  Comniissioner  of  Education  assigned  to  the  Home 
Economics  Education  Service  responsibility  for  rendering  professional 
consultative  service  to  all  types  of  public  school  programs. 

2.  Functions  of  the  Agency  as  related  to  nutrition  activities  - 

a.  Primary  functions 

(1)  Promote  (a)  integration  of  nutrition  throughout  entire 
school  program;  (b)  inclusion  of  functional  nutrition 
education  in  the  preparation  of  elementary  teachers; 
(c)  utilization  of  the  school  limch  as  a  laboratory  for 
nutrition  education. 

(2)  Assist  in  the  development  of  nutrition  education  in  the 
homemaicing  education  program  for  youth  and  adults  in  the 
schools  and  of  the  home  economics  teacher's  contributions 
to  the  school -wide  nutrition  education  program. 

(3)  Coordinate  the  activities  in  the  field  of  nutrition 
education  carried  on  by  the  various  divisions  and  services 
of  the  U.  S.  Office  of  Education. 

(U)    Cooperate  with  other  agencies  and  organizations  con- 
cerned with  the  development  and  maintenance  of  nutrition 
programs  which  meet  present  day  nutrition  problems. 

b .  Supplementary  functions 

Promote  educational  programs  for  planning,  producing  and 
conserving  adequate  food  for  family  use.
